'Up to 90 P.C. 


Vineland, Ont, June 3° (CP)— 
Cherry, losses’ will range up to 
90 per cent in many Niagara 
district orchards because contin- 
ued rain weather during blos- 
soming -has caused stem rot or 
blossom blight, a spokesman for 
the Vineland Experimental Farm 
sald: today. 5 

“While it is perhaps too carly 
to make a forecast on the peach 
loss, the rot condition is devop- 
ing, there too,” he added. The 
conditions result from a fungus 
which thrives under continued 
wetness, 

“The situation Is really serious” 
the official said. “Fruit growers 
throughout the Niagara Peninsula 
are greatly concerned. The dis- 
ease has hit both sweet and sour 
cherries, with the latter perhaps 
being more susceptible. Whie it 
fs not possible “at this time to 
make an over-all estimate of 
cherry crop loss, the situation is 
really grim.”

Ottawa, June 19 (CP)— Four 

colorful and carefully-staged re- 
ligious pageants are being per- 
formed here during the Roman 
Catholic Church's Marian Con- 
gress, all of them depicting scenes 
from the life of the Virgin Mary. 
The tableaux are “Our Lady of 
the Crown,” “Our Lady of Fair 
Love,” “Jesus, Son of Mary,” .and 
“Our Lady of the Eucharist.” 

Combined lay and clerical casts 
accompanied by large choirs and 
orchestras take part in the pre- 
sentations. Three of the pegeants 
are being held various nights dur- 
ing the five-day Congress at 
suburban Lansdowne Park, 
where a vast repository, topped 
by a 175-foot tower and statue 
of the Virgin Mary, is the central 
theme. The fourth, “Our Lady of 
Fair Love,” Is presented nightly 
at a downtown theatre, 

Striking settings, bold realistic 
colors and large. casts join to 
make the performances little 
short of the spectacular. Ballet 
dancers and youthful angels pir- 
ouette- to a background of rich 
religious music and imaginative 
scenery. 

Exhibits by. virtually every 
Roman Catholic order — crowd 
five buildings at the park. Most 
of them outline the work of the 
orders In the mission, educational 
and medical fields. Many include 
detailed models of various univ- 
ersities, cathedrats and convents, 

On hand to explain the ex- 
hibits are priests and nuns dress- 
ed in the robes of their orderas 
More than 100 church orders and 
societies are represented in some 
150. displays. 

One of the largest exhibits iz 
that of the Sisters of Charity of 
Providence’ of Kingston. Their 
booth contains seven tablotis of 
mannequins and models depict- 
ing the phases of their work. 

A special section is devoted to 
pictures outlining the Ilfe ~of 
Cardinal Villeneuve, ‘revered 
Archbishop of Quebec who died 
last winter. The late prelate's 
flowing crimson robe and cruci- 
fix are spread out beneath a life- 
size portrait.

C.A.S. Requests: | 
Social Service — 
Worker for County 


The Hastings County Childrens 
Aid Society, through a represen- 
tative, Willlam Lockyer, yester- 
day petitioned the County Coun- 
cil for an additional social ser- 
vice worker in the city and 
county. C 

The request was laid over to 
the committee of the whole on 
Ways and Means after Mr. Lock- 
yer addressed the body on the 
matter. 

“Cost of the addition to the 
staff of the C.A.S.” he pointed 
out, “will be between $2,500 and 
$3,000, This would Include salary 

tand necessary expenses.” 

“If this is done,” Mr. Lockyer 
said, “the Society would have 
less children wards and they 
would be able to be kept In their 
own homes.” 

His society, he pointed out, in 
requesting the additional staff, 
hoped to carry on a more exten- 
sive protection work in the dis- 
trict. If it had another full-time 
worker, he felt that there would 
be a great improvement in the 
Jot of a number of children. In 
addition, if miore funds were 
avallable, more children would 
be kept in thelr own homes, 
where they belong. 


Some Conditions Deplorable 


“Some home conditions,” he 
said, “are deplorable, -but despite 
this fact, the child is invariably 
happler in its own home than in 
others. a. € 

“What we are trying to do, is 
Ito improve the home conditions 
so that the child will want to 
stay there with its family.” 

Outlining the work of . the 
Childrens’ Ald Society, Mr. Lock- 
yer told the council that at 
the ‘present time it had in its 
care 241 children in Belleville, 
Trenton and the county of Has- 
tings. Of this number 117 were 
charged to the county; 35 were 
in “free” homes‘ wh! others 
were:in wage homes. He explain- 
ed that when the child became 
13 or. 14 years of age it was put 
into a free home: with no expense 
to the county, But, his society 
maintained its supervision and 
maintenance with no source of 
revenue. “Some cities,” he sald 
“paid ten cents per day per child 
wo each one located in a “free' 

ome” ”

More savage in execution but 
fruitless from the standpoint of 
legal convictions was the Georgia 
mass lynching in the afternoon of 
July 95, 1946. 7 ; 

A mob estimated. at about 20 
white men seized four Negroes— 
two young men. and their wives 
—tfrom the of a Walton County 
farmer and shot them to death in 
a remote rural section.. One of the 
victims, Roger Malcolm, had been 
accused of stabbing his white em- 
ployer and was out on bond. The 
others were alain presumably be- 
cause one of the women recog~ 
nized some members of the mob. 

A long state and federal in- 
vestigation, backed by rewards 
totalling more than $30,000 was 
climaxed-in December by a three- 
weeks grand jury inquiry. After 
questioning scores of witnesses 
the grand jury report 
Unable to establish the identity 
of anyone in the mob. There 
the case rests.
